Statu Law Regarding Use of
Tob&cco.

Section 1SW0 B and O Code: It shall
be unlawful to sell, barter, trade Rive

or In any manner furnish to any

minor under the ae of 18 years, any
tobacco, citiars. or ciRarettos in any

form, or any com pound lu which to-

bacco forms a ootunonnni part, with-

out the written consent or order of

such minor's parent or guardian ; and

when such minor has no pareut or

guardian, then In that case oouseut

may be Riven by the county coon, sn-tiii-

for the transaction of county
business, upon proper application in

the county in which said miuor may

have his residence. Any poraou

violating tho provisions of this act
shall, upon conviction, be flued In

,nf aunt not less than Jo nor more

than M0 (L. P. . - )

Sec. U8l. It shall bo unlawful lor
any minor under the age of 18 years
to smoke or iu any way uso auy cigar,
nluurntiH. nr tobacco in any form

whatsoever iu auy public highway,
street, place. Kiuare, or resort. Any

minor violating the provisions of th

act. shall, upon conviction, be fined

In any sum not less than cue nor more

limn I0. or bv Iuiprisoniuout at the
option of the court, two days for each

offense.
